8. JUSTIFICATION 


The Missouri State Fair complex in Sedalia is an area vulnerable to 
tornado and high-wind events. In August 2011, a storm with high 
winds caused damage to the State Fair complex, severly impacting the 
campground. The department of Agriculture is seeking a federal grant 
through the Department of Public Safety (SEMA). The federal grant is 
available if the state will provide a 25% fund match. The Department 
of Agricultue is in the position to provide the 25% match through the 
Agriculture Protection Fund. 


7. DESCRIPTION OF WORK NEW STORM SHELTERS 


Plan, design, and construct four (4) new 1,500 square foot storm shelters 
for the West Campground area of the Missouri State Fairgrounds. 


The State Fair campgrounds accommodate 3,000 to 5,000 users annually 
during the fair, and large numbers of users during special events 
throughout the year. Due to the history of storm events abnd the 
number of users, there is a significant need for storm shelters.
